mimed them to gather chestnuts. 
Wht-n White sets out in the morning 
or. a eh 'stnutting trip, the coons follow 
him like a pack of dogs, and when a 


t *v is reached White sets a basket with 
low sides on the ground and, snapping 
L:s fingers and waving his hands in 
different directions, sets the coous to 
work. 
The animals spread out and range 
over every inch of the ground, pawing 
over the leavts and sniffing like dogs on 
the scent of prey. 
Wlg u a coon runs 
aer« ss a nut, he snaps it up with his 
lips and stows it away inside his mouth 
Tike a chipmunk. The animal has a ca­ 
pacity for carrying about half a pint of 
chestnuts in his mouth, and when the 
limit i> reached he trots to the ba» k» t 
and drops tlu-m into it. 
The hunt i> ; *pt up until the ground 
has I < on th< 
‘ghly searched.

meantime White is pelting the tree 
with clubs, and when clubbing fails the 
coons are sent up to shake the tree.

White says that when tin* season for 
chestnuts is good In* can gather four 
bushels a day with his six coons, and 
when the market is ordinarily good that 
means between £ 10 and £ 12.
